"KISSINGER, WHO MET WEDNESDAY WITH TANZANIAN PRESIDENT 
JULIUS NYERERE, PLANNED TO LEAVE TODAY FOR LUSAKA, ZAMBIA 
HIS SECOND BLACK AFRICAN STOP, AND TALKS THERE WITH PRE- 
SIDENT KENNETH KAUNDA. 

"NYERERE EMERGED FROM THE 4 1/2 HOUR MEETING WITH KISSINGER 
SAYING HE WAS 'LESS HOPEFUL, LESS ENCOURAGED THAN BEFORE’ 
ABOUT THE SECRETARY'S MISSION. 
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"BUT KISSINGER TOLD A SEPARATE NEWS CONFERENCE IT WAS TOO 
EARLY TO TELL AND HE WOULD MAKE HIS JUDGMENT ABOUT THE 

SUCCESS OF HIS MISSION AFTER TALKS WITH SOUTH AFRICAN 
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PREMIER JOHN VORSTER THIS WEEKEND. 

""I HAVE NOT GIVEN UP HOPE OF PEACEFUL NEGOTIATIONS.' 
KISSINGER TOLD REPORTERS. 

"KISSINGER'S 10-DAY SHUTTLE, AIMED AT BRINGING ABOUT A 
PEACEFUL TRANSFER OF POWER TO BLACKS IN RHODESIA AND SOU 
WEST AFRICA (NAMIBIA), WILL INCLUDE RETURN TRIPS TO DAR 
ES SALAAM AND PROBABLY LUSAKA AFTER THE MEETING IN 
PRETORIA WITH VORSTER. 

"AT HIS NEWS CONFERENCE, NYERERE WAS ASKED REPEAT 
EDLY WHY HE WAS LESS HOPEFUL AFTER THE TALKS WITH KISS- 
INGER. THE TANZANIAN PRESIDENT SAID THERE FIRST WAS 
THE QUESTION OF WHETHER RHODESIAN PREMIER IAN SMITH WAS 
WILLING TO ACCEPT A BLACK GOVERNMENT AND SECOND WHETHER 
SOUTH AFRICA WOULD BEGIN THE TASK OF SETTING UP NAMIBIA'S 
HOME RULE. 

"'I HEARD NOTHING ABOUT SMITH'S REGIME BEING CONVINCED 
THAT THERE SHOULD BE MAJORITY RULE,’ NYERERE SAID. 'IN 
FACT, HE CALLED IT A GIMMICK. NOBODY HAS TOLD ME THAT 
THE SOUTH AFRICANS ARE READY TO CONVENE A CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONFERENCE FOR NAMIBIA.' 

"KISSINGER SAID, 'THE TIME TO MAKE JUDGMENTS IS AFTER 
NEXT TUESDAY,' WHEN HE RETURNS TO REPORT ON HIS TALKS 
WITH VORSTER. 

"THEN IT WILL BE POSSIBLE TO JUDGE IF PROGRESS HAS BEEN 
MADE -NOT ON THE FIRST DAY,' KISSINGER SAID. 

"THAT WAS NOT THE ONLY DIFFERENCE OF OPINION THAT EMERGED 
IN THE FIRST DAY OF TALKS. 

"NYERERE ACCUSED THE UNITED STATES OF BEING 'OBSESSED 
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WITH COMMUNISM,’ IN REFERENCE TO CUBA. HE SAID IT WAS 
'INCREDIBLE THAT THE COUNTRY, WHICH IS THE MOST POWERFUL 
SINCE ADAM, SHOULD BE WORRIED ABOUT A LITTLE ISLAND 
90 MILES OFF ITS COAST.' 

"KISSINGER SAID THE UNITED STATES WAS PREPARED TO ACCEPT 
COMMUNIST REGIMES, AND HAS, BUT IT CANNOT TOLERATE

"DR. KISSINGER ARRIVED HERE TO WARM EMBRACES FROM 
ZAMBIAN FOREIGN MINISTER SITEKE MWAT.F, - AND A WARNING 
THAT ZAMBIA REGARDED ITS OWN ATTEMPTS TO NEGOTIATE 
PEACEFUL SOLUTIONS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AS HAVING FAILED 
AND HAD THUS DECIDED THAT WE WILL SUPPORT INTENSIFIED

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"BUT, THE ZAMBIAN MINISTER SAID: 'WE WANT TO ASSURE YOU

DIPLOMACY FAILS, REPLIED: "WE CAN GIVE NOT BLANK CHECKS 
IN ADVANCE. WE ARE HERE TO FIND PEACEFUL SOLUTIONS. WE 
HAVE AT THIS MOMENT NOT GIVEN UP EXPECTATIONS OF PEACEFUL 
SO TIONS, AND THAT IS A QUESTION WHICH CAN BE ADDRESSED 
WHEN WE KNOW THE CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH MADE PEACEFUL 
SOLUTIONS IMPOSSIBLE." 

(NYERERE HAD SET STAGE WITH "POSITIVE AND NEGATIVE" 
STATEMENT) 

TONIGHT HE EXPANDED ON THAT. THE BRITISH TRIED AND FAILED 
TO ACHIEVE A PEACEFUL TRANSITION TO BLACK-MAJORITY RULE 
IN RHODESIA, NYERERE SAID, AND THEN THE AFRICAN LEADERS 
TRIED AND "WE FAILED" AND ARMED GUERRILLA WARFARE CAME AS 
THE ONLY RECOURSE. 

THE US HAS "MORE POWER THAN THE BRITISH" AND CERTAINLY 
MORE THAN TANZANIA, NYERERE SAID, AND "THEY WOULD LIKE 
TO HAVE A GO AT IT. IT S PROPER THAT THEY SHOULD. 
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"AND IF THEY COME TO THE CONCLUSION THAT REALLY THERE IS 
NO POSSIBILITY OF ACHIEVING MAJORITY RULE IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA PEACEFULLY," HE CONTINUED, "WELL, AT LEAST THEY'LL 
ACHIEVE A CLARITY" AND "A BASIS ON WHICH I HOPE THE US 
WILL UNDERSTAND WHY THERE IS ONLY ONE WAY OPEN TO AFRICA 
TO ACHIEVE THE INDEPENDENCE OF ITS COUUNTRIES." 

NYERERE SAID THE US MUST NOT BE DUPED BY VORSTER AND 
SMITH THAT THEY ARE "FIGHTING COMMUNISM." 

AFTER FAILING TO ACHIEVE INDEPENDENCE WITHOUT FIGHTING, 

"WE TAKE COMMUNIST ARMS BECAUSE THIS IS THE ONLY SOURCE 
WE CAN GET ARMS FROM. WE ARE NOT COMMUNISTS BECAUSE WE 
HAVE WE HAVE TO FIGHT FOR OUR FREEDOM AND BECAUSE 
ONLY COMMUNISTS CAN GIVE US ARMS," NYERERE SAID FORCEFULLY. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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NYERERE RIDICULED THE IDEA THAT AFRICA IS THREATENED BY 
CUBAN MILITARY POWER ON THE MODEL OF THE SOVIET-BACKED 
USE OF CUBAN FORCES BY THE WINNING SIDE IN ANGOLA S 
CIVIL WAR LAST WINTER. 

HE SAID SOUTH AFRICAN FORCES "INVADED A SOUTHERN AFRICAN 
STATE" AND ANGOLA CALLED FOR OUTSIDE HELP. IT IS PRE- 
POSTEROUS FOR A NATION AS POWERFUL AS THE US TO BE SO 
PREOCCUPIED WITH A NATION THE SIZE OF CUBA 90 MILES OFF 
ITS SHORES. 

HAK, WHO HAS TRIED TO ASSURE THE BLACK AFRICANS - WITHOUT 
SUCCESS - THAT HIS SUDDEN INTEREST IN AFRICA IS NOT BASED 
SOLELY ON CHECKMATING SOVIET-CUBAN PENETRATION OF AFRICA, 
TOLD REPORTERS THAT CUBA HAD NOT COME UP IN HIS TALKS 
WITH NYERERE. 

BUT HAK, WHEN PRESSED BY BLACK AFRICAN NEWSMEN ABOUT 
THE AMERICAN OBSESSION WITH CUBA, REITERATED THAT THE 
"MASSIVE INFUSION" OF SOVIET WEAPONS INTO ANGOLA, 

"FOLLOWED BY A CUBAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, REPRESENTED 
"MASSIVE OUTSIDE INTERVENTION INTO THE AFFAIRS OF 
AFRICA." 

IN DISCUSSING SPECIFIC ISSUES IN HAK'S DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS, 
NYERERE SAID "KISSINGER CERTAINLY HAS NOT TOLD ME 
THAT HE THINKS SMITH WILL BE OUT OF THE WAY SOON" SO 
THAT MAJORITY RULE WILL COME TO RHODESIA'S 6 MILLION BLACKS 
NOW RULED BY 270,000 WHITES. 

IN NAMIBIA ... NYERERE SAID HE SIMILARLY SEES NO EVIDENCE 
THAT THE MILLION BLACKS WILL SOON GAIN MAJORITY RULE OVER 
THE 100,000 WHITES. 
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"AT ONE TIME I WAS MORE HOPEFUL ON NAMIBIA THAN I AM NOW” 
NYERERE SAID. 

STILL, ASKED IF HE HAS GIVEN UP ALL HOPE THAT A CONFERENCE 
CAN BE CALLED TO WORK OUT THE PROPER REPRESENTATIVES FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NAMIBIA, NYERERE ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THE POSSIBILITY OF 
A CONFERENCE AT GENEVA IS BEING EXPLORED AND SAID "I THINK 
ONE MUST WAIT UNTIL HAK HAS SEEN VORSTER AGAIN." 

WHEN ASKED (ABOUT HAK MEETING WITH SMITH) NYERERE ACKNOWL- 
EDGED THAT HE DISCUSSED THIS WITH HAK. "WHAT IS THE POINT 
OF MEETING SMITH" WHEN HE REJECTS MAJORITY RULE." 

BUT THAT IS UP TO HAK, HE INDICATED. 

"THESE TALKS ARE DOUBLE-EDGED," NYERERE SAID. HAK FIRST 
MET WITH VORSTER IN FRG, THEN ZURICH, AND IS TO GO TO 
PRETORIA FRIDAY, NYERERE NOTED. "VORSTER IS BECOMING 
A WORLD STATESMAN," NYERERE GIBED, AND HAK COULD SIMILARLY 

ENHANCE SMITH'S PRESTIGE. 

HAK EMPHASIZED TODAY THAT EVERY MOVE MADE BY THE US IS IN 
ACCORD WITH THE AFRICAN PRESIDENTS' OWN OBJECTIVES. IF 
THE AFRICAN LEADERS WANT HIM TO ABORT HIS DIPLOMACY, HAK 
SAID WITH AN EDGE TO HIS VOICE, "THE US IS ALSO PREPARED 
TO DO THAT."

KEY ISSUES OF SOUTHERN AFRICA, THE COMMENTS BY NYERERE, 

A LEADER AMONG BLACK AFRICAN STATESMEN, SEEMED TO RAISE 
STRONG DOUBTS ABOUT HAK'S ABILITY TO ACHIEVE SIGNIFICANT 
PROGRESS DURING HIS "DIPLOMATIC SHUTTLES" OF THE NEXT 
WEEK OR SO. 
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BUT AT HIS OWN NEWS CONFERENCE TWO HOURS LATER, HAK SUGGES- 
TED THAT WHATEVER NYERERE SAID AT THIS POINT MIGHT TURN 
OUT TO BE ONLY ADOPTING OF POSITIONS FOR THE START OF A 
GIVE-AND-TAKE WITH PRIME MIN VORSTER .... 

IN ZURICH LAST WEEK HAK STRESSED THAT "PROGRESS" HAD BEEN 
MADE IN TALKS WITH VORSTER, BUT HE HAD NO SUCH WORDS OF 
OPTIMISM TONIGHT. HE DECLARED THAT AN ADVANCE HAD BEEN 
MADE SINCE HE BEGAN EXCHANGING IDEAS WITH BLACK AND WHITE 
AFRICAN LEADERS SEVERAL MONTHS AGO, "BUT IT WOULD BE RASH 
TO SAY A SOLUTION IS IN SIGHT." 

HAK SAID THERE WERE "SEVERAL COINCIDING VIEWS: THERE 
ARE SEVERAL SHARPLY DIFFERING VIEWS." 


FOR REPORTERS MOVING BETWEEN MR NYERERE'S NEWS CONFERENCE 
AT HIS WHITE STATEHOUSE OVERLOOKING THE INDIAN OCEAN 
AND HAK'S SESSION AT THE NEARBY KILIMANJARO HOTEL, IT WAS 
DIFFICULT TO ASCERTAIN WHETHER THEY WERE WATCHING A 
SKILLFUL BIT OF MANEUVERING IN ADVANCE OF FUTURE COMP- 
ROMISES OR THE START OF THE END OF MR KISSINGER'S AFRICAN 
EFFORT. 

CERTAINLY, NYERERE APPEARED DETERMINED TO AVOID ANY SIGN 
OF ENCOURAGEMENT OR ANY DEVIATION FROM THE WELL-KNOWN 
DEMANDS BY BLACK AFRICANS FOR AN END TO WHITE RULE IN 
RHODESIA AND FOR PROMPT INDEPENDENCE FOR S-W AFRICA .... 

BEFORE HAK'S ARRIVAL LAST NIGHT, THE CONSENSUS AMONG 
AMERICAN AND AFRICAN OFFICIALS WAS THAT PROGRESS WAS 
INCREASINGLY MORE LIKELY ON THE ISSUE OF S-W AFRICA, 

OR NAMIBIA. THERE THE PROBLEM IS NOT SO MUCH WHETHER 
TO GIVE THE PREDOMINANTLY BLACK POPULATION OF 900,000 
INDEPENDENCE, BUT HOW TO ORGANIZE A CONFERENCE SETTING 
FORTH THE DETAILS OF BLACK MAJORITY RULE. 

BUT TONIGHT NYERERE, INSISTING THAT GESTURES MADE SO FAR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BY VORSTER WERE INSUFFICIENT, SAID: "AT ONE TIME I WAS 
MORE HOPEFUL ON NAMIBIA; I'M NOT NOW." 

HE REFUSED TO BUDGE FROM HIS INSISTANCE THAT THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL COMMISSION MEETING IN WINDHOECK ... WAS NOT 
TAKEN SERIOUSLY BY BLACK AFRICANS BECAUSE 
.... SWAPO WAS EXCLUDED. 


HAK HAS BEEN TRYING TO ARRANGE A CONFERENCE OF 
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ALL INTERESTED PARTIES TO SETTLE THE S-W AFRICAN SITUATION 
BEFORE THE SECURITY COUNCIL TAKES UP THE ISSUE. NYERERE 
SAID THAT HE HAD TOLD HAK "WHO I BELIEVE ARE THE CHIEF 
PARTICIPANTS IN A PLAUSIBLE AND ACCEPTABLE CONFERENCE IN 
GENEVA." 

THIS WAS THE FIRST TIME A GENEVA CONFERENCE HAS BEEN 
MENTIONED PUBLICLY BY ANY PARTY. 

NYERERE SAID THAT HE WOULD AWAIT VORSTER'S REPLY TO THIS 
WHEN HAK RETURNS HERE NEXT TUESDAY AFTER SPENDING THE 
WEEKEND IN PRETORIA CONFERING WITH THE SOUTH AFRICAN LEADER. 
BUT IN ANSWER TO QUESTIONS HE REFUSED TO ACCEPT EVEN 
THE SUGGESTION OF PARTICIPATION BY ANY PARTY OTHER THAN 
SWAPO AND THE SAG. 

WHEN TOLD ABOUT NYERERE S VIEWS, HAK RESPONDED THAT THE US 
WAS MERELY CONVEYING IDEAS AND OFFERING SOME COMMENTS ON 
ITS OWN BUT NOT PUTTING FORTH A SPECIFIC PLAN AND 
THEREFORE "AT THE END OF THE PROCESS THE PARTIES WILL 
HAVE TO DECIDE WHETHER THEY CAN RECONCILE THEIR DIFFERENCES. 

"IN ANY NEGOTIATION EACH SIDE HAS A TENDENCY TO STATE 
ITS OPTIMUM CONDITIONS AT THE OUTSET AND IF A SOLUTION IS 
REACHED IT WILL DEPEND ON WHETHER THERE IS A WILLING- 
NESS TO COMPROMISE BY ONE OF THOSE SIDES AND THAT DETERMIN- 
ATION WILL HAVE TO BE MADE LATER," HAK SAID. 

WHEN PRESSED TO SAY WHETHER THE GLOOM CASE BY NYERERE HAS 
MADE HIS MISSION USELESS, HAK AVOIDED ANY DEFINITE 
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STATEMENT, MERELY REMINDING THE PARTIES THAT IT WAS UP 
TO THEM WHETHER WAR OR PEACE PREVAILED IN SOUTHERN AFRICA.
